Morgenthau’s Resignation 


Revives Speculation 


WASHINGTON, July 6 — F ur­ 
ther cabinet changes were fore­ 
seen here today after President 
Trum an's announcement th a t sec­ 
retary of treasury Henry ' Morgen- 
thau Jr„ had resigned. 
The resignation was made public 
in an ex change between the two 
men of letters containing the cus­ 
tom ary compliments — even more 
lengthy than usual. Political W ash­ 
ington wa* skeptical of the show 
of contentm ent. 
M orgenthau will rem ain in of­ 
fice until Mr. Trum an returns in 
August from the big three con­ 
ference near Berlin. The President 
has a successor in mind, and will 
announce his identity at th a t time. 
Among those mentioned for the 
imminent vacancy were: 
John W. Sny der, of Missouri, 
federal loan adm inistrator; Wal- 
j ter J. Cummings, of Illinois, board 
j chairm an of the Continental and 
Illinois Bank and T rust Co.; and 
j Fred M. Vinson, of Kentucky , di- 
i rector of the office of w ar mobili­ 
zation and reconversion.

Arnold is a native of 
Wy oming. 
Roberts, now' 70, became eligible 
only two m onths ago for retire­ 
ment at full salary of $20,000 an­ 
nually .

appointed by President Hoover on 
May 9, 19 40. 
Roberts’ resignation came as a 
surprise to friends at the court 
and elsewhere.

A fleet of 250 fighter planes a t­ 
tacked targets near Toky o and al­ 
so on the southern island of Ky u­ 
shu shortly after noon today . 
While the air w ar was stepped 
up. A ustralian forces on Borneo 
continued their advances and w ere 
near to capturing the Balikpapan 
suburb of Pandansari, where the 
I biggest oil refinery in the Dutch. 
E ast Indies is located. They al­ 
ready held all of Balikpapan city 
and 
the 
M anggar 
airfield, 
12 
I miles to the east. 
But it was the ceaseless and in­ 
creasing air blows that worried 
the Japanese most. From M anila 
it w'as announced th a t the far 
eastern air forces—the 5th and 
I 13th—were being throw n Into the 
powerful 
offensive 
against 
J a ­ 
pan. 
The 7th and 20th airforces al­ 
ready were hard at work demol­ 
ishing the enem y 's u-ar resources 
and communications lines, The 8 th 
was on the way from Europe. Gen. 
Carl A. Spaatz was named to 
head the offensive, which already 
had outgrown the proportions of 
the powerful blow's he directed 
against Germany , 
A late Domei dispatch said th a t 
160 
m ustang 
and 
thunderbolt 
fighters flew from Okinawa to 
raid southern Ky ushu early this 
afternoon, but th at they “Were 
unable to accomplish any thing” 
because of bad weather. Domei 
claimed the fighter fleet w ithdrew

A n ew treatm en t for flat feet 
has n ow been proposed by Doctors 
Herbert E. Hipps an d Hugh Neely 
of the Navy Med ical Corps. With 
this treatm en t, they have been 
able to red uce the hospital stay of 
sailors sufferin g from flat feet 
from about 33 d ays to 6 d ays. 
The treatm en t proposed by Doc­ 
tors Hipps an d Neely follows alon g 
the lin es of the method of takin g 
care of sprain ed an kles an d other 
simple sprain s. It con sists of the 
in jection of a pain killin g sub­ 
stan ce kr.owm as procain e hyd ro­ 
chlorid e. 
In jection s 
are 
given 
through the sole of the foot, in to 
the pain ful areas. Followin g this, 
the patien t is in structed to lie face 
d own ward with his kn ees ben t to a 
right an gle. Then the bottoms of 
the feet are massaged with alco­ 
hol on a spon ge for about five min ­ 
utes or so. 
The n ext step in the treatm en t 
is to have the patien t w alk up an d 
d own un til he has covered a d is­ 


tan ce of about a quarter of a mile. 
A fter that, n o further treatm en t 
is carried out un til two d ays later. 
At this time, the treatmen t is re­ 
peated . 
Usually, after the secon d treat­ 
men t, the sailors in d icated that 
they would like to return to d uty. 
A fter d ischarge from the hospital, 
they were given two w* eks of light 
d uty. 
Of course, it is n ot n ecessary 
that the treatm en t be carried out 
in a hospital. For those in civilian 
life, the treatm en t could easily be 
given in the physician 's office an d 
then the return to ord in ary- activi­ 
ties permitted . 


Speed Recovery 
This method of treatmen t seems 
to speed up recovery of sore, pain ­ 
ful feet, an d furthermore, recur­ 
ren ces seem to take place less fre­ 
quen tly. It is thought that perhaps 
the success of the treatmen t is d ue 
partly to ben efit the feet, an d p art­ 
ly to the pwychologk eff^t on the 
patien t. 
Stretchin g of the ligamen ts in 
the feet is probably the cause for 
persisten t pain in the feet when 
they 
are used excessively. Of 
course, in fection s may also be re­ 
spon sible. 
Sin ce the in jection s give free­ 
d om from pain , the patien t can 
con tin ue to walk about. This keeps 
loss of stren gth in the foot muscles 
from d evelopin g d urin g recovery 
period , an d also allows the liga­ 
men ts to become stron ger, sin ce 
they can be used pain lessly. 
It would appear that the n ew 
method of treatm en t for flat feet 
is well wmrth tryin g in those cases 
th at the physician thin ks are suit­ 
able.

Discomforts of Flat Feet

NOWADAYS wrhen everyone is 
so busy with venous activities 
connected with the war that re­ 
quire a great deal of standing, it 
is not unusual to find that many 
persons are incapacitated by foot 
troubles, particularly sore and 
painful feet. 
If a person has flat feet with 
broken dowm arches, it is more 
likely that, after standing for a 
while, the feet will become painful. 
The ordinary treatment for flat 
feet consists of exercise to improve 
the strength of the muscles, wear­ 
ing properly fitting shoes, with s 
felt or sponge rubber pad under 
the arch, and staying off th* feet 
as much as possible when they are 
sore. 
A new treatment for flat feet 
has now been proposed by Doctors 
Herbert E. Hipps and Hugh Neely 
of the Navy Medical Corp*. With 
this treatment, they have been 
able to reduce the hospital stay of 
sailors suffering from flat feet 
from about 33 days to 6 days. 
The treatment proposed by Doc­ 
tors Hipps and Neely follows along 
the lines of the method of taking 
care of sprained ankles and other 
simple sprains. It consists of the 
injection of a painkilling sub­ 
stance known as procaine hydro­ 
chloride. 
Injections 
are 
given 
through the sole of the foot, into 
the painful areas. Following this, 
the patient is instructed to lie face 
downward with his knees bent to a 
right angle. Then the bottoms of 
the feet are massaged with alco­ 
hol on a sponge for about Ave min­ 
utes or so. 
The next step in the treatment 
Is to have the patient walk up and 
down until he has covered a dis­ 


tance of about a quarter of a mile. 
After that, no further treatment 
is carried out until two days later. 
At this time, the treatment is re­ 
peated. 
Usually, after the second treat­ 
ment, the sailors indicated that 
they would like to return to duty. 
After discharge from the hospital, 
they were given tao w«*ks of light 
duty. 
Of course, it is not necessary 
that the treatment be carried out 
in a hospital. For those in civilian 
life, the treatment could easily be 
given in the physician’s office and 
then the return to ordinary activi­ 
ties permitted. 


Speed Recovery 
This method of treatment seems 
to speed up recovery of *ore, pain­ 
ful feet, and furthermore, recur­ 
rences seem to take place less fre­ 
quently. It is thought that perhaps 
the success of the treatment is due 
partly to benefit the feet, and part­ 
ly to the psychologic effect on the 
patient. 
Stretching of the ligaments in 
the feet is probably the cause for 
persistent pain in the feet when 
they are used excessively. Of 
course, infections may also be re­ 
sponsible. 
Since the injection* give free­ 
dom from pain, the patient can 
continue to walk about. This keeps 
loss of strength in the foot muscles 
from developing during recovery 
period, and also allow* th* liga­ 
ments to become stronger, since 
they can be used painlessly. 
It would appear that the new 
method of treatment for flat feet 
is well worth trying in those esses 
that the physician thinks are suit­ 
able.

A check o f reco rds at the Pick ­ 
away Liv esto ck 
Co o perativ e as­ 
so ciatio n sho ws th at there were 
129 mo re cattle so ld by the o rgani­ 
zatio n in the first six mo nths o f 
1945 than du ring a sim ilar perio d 
in 1944. 
So ld to bu y ers fro m this area 
are many fro m distant areas who 
are weekly v isito rs to the liv e­ 
sto ck au ctio ns here were 4.7 33 
cattle. In 1944 4,6 04 were so ld 
in the first six mo nths. 
To tal po u nds o f beef so ld here 
were 3.8 45 ,5 6 5 which wo u ld make 
a large nu m ber o f steak s, ro asts, 
stews, etc. fo r ev ery table in Pick ­ 
away co u nty . L ast y ear du ring the 
first six m o nths 3,6 6 1.305 po u nds 
o f beef were so ld. 
Ho u sewiv es who hav e ru n them ­ 
selv es ragged hu nting m eat fo r the 
table and m eat-starv ed hu sbands 
wo nder w hat beco mes o f all this 
beef. Of o ne thing they are su re, 
o nly a small percentage 
o f 
it 
reaches the m eat cases o f lo cal 
dealers. 
P art o f it go es to feed men and 
wo men in the 
arm ed 
serv ices. 
Mu ch o f the beef bo u ght here is 
shipped to o ther areas to 
meet 
part o f the demand fo r steak s and 
ro asts. 
Increased interest in the raising 
o f beef cattle is giv en as part o f 
the reaso n fo r the larger amo u nt 
o f beef so ld at the lo cal co o pera­ 
tiv e. A no ther reaso n is th at mo re 
cattle raisers are m ark eting their 
sto ck thro u gh the co o p, rather 
than shipping it to big pack ers o r 
selling it direct to lo cal packers. 
The co o p o rganizatio n has gro wn 
fast in recent y ears and in 1944 
reco rds o f all kinds were bro ken 
here.

City Delinquency was the sub­ 
ject of Robert W. Newion, district I 
United States commissioner, C o -1 
Iambus, when he spoke to m em -! 
hers 
of the 
R otary club at 
the 
weekly luncheon, Thursday in the 
Pickaway Arms restaurant. 
Mr. Newion told his audience 
that he handles on an average, 250 
cases per month, three-fourths of 
which involve youngsters. S tatis­ 
tics show’, he said th at about one 
person out of every 75 in any com ­ 
m unity is in a penal in stitu tio n , 
and that the average age of those 
confined is 23 years. 
Broken homes are blamed by Mr. 
Newton for most of the delinquen* J 
cy and he also said th a t 56 per- j 
cent of the boys now in the Boys 
Industrial School near L ancaster 
are from families where the p a r­ 
ents are separated. Lack of school­ 
ing a n d o f church and m oral train- I 
ing are other causes cited by the J 
speaker as direct causes of delin­ 
quency in youngsters. 
Last year Mr. Newion** office 
handled 127 statutory cases, 729 
burglary cases and 409 car thefts. 
Crimes are committed every 22 
seconds in the United States and 
last year half of the offenses were 
by boys under 25 years of age. 
Crimes 
by girls 
last year 
in­ 
creased over the previous year by 
56 percent while cases of prostitute 
girls increased 62 percent and v ag ­ 
rancy in girls increased 124 p er­ 
cent. Narcotics are a large cause 
of delinquency among girls and the

Gum W rapped Fast 
SPRINGFIRLD. M ass.- It s not 
apparent when you unwrap a piece 
of chowing gum but one of the 
f a s t e s t mechanical operations 
known is involved in wrapping the 
gum, the Package Machinery Co 
reports. The machine is a one and 
a half pound steel tumble wheel, 
three inches in diam eter and four 
inches long th at stops and starts 
1,200 tim es a minute. The wheel
